Coercion’ alleged by union, board told; 
» special services plan unanimously OK'd

SAC’s tardy acceptance of a 
collective bargaining petition 
filed by the Santa Ana 
Community College Employees 
Association (SACCEA) may 
have violated state regulations, 
RSCCD Trustees were notified 
at Monday's board nteeting. 


“These are allegations that 
filed with the 
Employment 


have been 
Educational 
Relations Board (EERB) and 
until such time as we are 


officially notified we have no 


comment, since we have not 


been notified,’’ said Director of 


Personnel Ernest Norton. 

The — California School 
Employees Association (CSEA) 
has asked the EERB_ to 
investigate a complex list of 
alleged violations of the law by 
the district that include: 

--Failing to post a CSEA petition 
requesting that they be allowed 
to represent certain classified 
employees in upcoming 
bargaining sessions until a week 
after its receipt by the RSCCD 
Governing Board. 

-Accepting a petition by the 
rival SACCEA after expiration 
of the petition deadline. 
-Improper use of RSCCD 
Stationery and printing facilities 
and materials, (in connection 
with the SACCEA petition). 

A carbon copy of the CSEA’‘s 
complaint to the government 
board that was sent to the 
College stated, ‘“CSEA contends 
an investigation by EERB will 
show that when petitions were

Students will have an opportunity to meet their 
new ASSAC leaders and give voice to their views 
on next year’s activities at a Student Forum, to be 
held in R-124 on Monday, May 16 at 12 p.m.

During the same meeting, 
RSCCD Faculty Senate 
President Bettyie Lewis 
submitted for Board 
consideration the senate's 
faculty salary upgrading 


proposals for the year ‘77-'78. 

Along with a request for a 
cost-of-living increase of 9 
percent, the senate 
recommended upgrading pay for 
part-time instructors, district 
assumption of an increase in 
medical insurance for 
employees, an increase in pay 
for lab instructors as well as 
advocating putting the nursing 
staff's contract more in line with 
the rest of the faculty. Other 
suggested revisions included 
changes in medical and 
retirement benefits and_ salary 
credits for instructors pursuing 
doctorates. 


presentation to the board, “‘In 
the face of predictions of 
cost-of-living increases 12, 13 
and 15 percent, we feel 9 
percent to be equitable.” 

A major action was the 
board’s motion to submit to the 
state a proposed program 
designed to comply with newly 
passed AB 77, an assembly bill 
that allocates state monies to 
insure that handicapped persons 
as well as other minorities will 
not be discriminated against in 
access to community college 
services. 

This proposal includes 
supportive programs for the 
learning disabled, the physically 
handicapped asned 
communication handicapped. 
The total budget for the 
wide-ranging special services 
package is $325,472. Trustee 
Carol Enos confessed she had 
taken great interest in the 
program and was instrumental in 
the Assembly Bill’s present 
message. 

Among many other actions 
taken by the board was a 
reduction to_ half-price, the 
health service fee for students 
who are taking courses that last 
for less than a full semester and 
a proposal that the board look 
into the possibility that district 
residents living in Garden Grove 
are being taxed for Adult 
Education programs that are 
being provided by the Garden 
Grove Adult Ed. program rather 
than the college.

Stats show roll down 
despite anticipated rise

The 1977 spring enrollment 
at SAC is down from the figures 
of the 1976 spring semester, 
despite an anticipated increase. 

Last year, registration 
totalled 25,335 students, as 
opposed to 23,66T this year. 
The breakdown shows | that 
part-time students comprise the 
largest group included in that 
count, which indicates that a 
large part of SAC’s student 
population works, in addition to 
taking classes. 

There are 8,383 day students 
this spring, compared to 9,490 
last spring. And last year, there 
were 6,969 extended day 
students. That figure dropped to 
6,725. 

Continuing education 
accounts for a large number of 


SAC students. They number 
8,553 this semester, but even 
this figure indicates a decrease 
from 8,896 for the spring 
semester of last year. 

Dr. Harold Bateman, dean of 


admissions, said that enrollment 


was high last year for two main 
reasons. First, unemployment 
had increased over 1975, and, 
‘“enrollment traditionally 
increases when unemployment is 
high.” 

Second, 1976 was the last 
year that some veterans could go 
to school under the G.1. Bill. 

Bateman went on to explain 
that some students were able to 


- find jobs, thus dropped to work.

Unenforceable rule 
should be scrapped 


Last week, el DON ran an article concerning a proposed 
demonstration by the “unofficial” college Republican club to 
protest the requirement that students must hold a $10 ASB card © 
before becoming members of a campus club. 

However, the protest never materialized. The reasons for the 
absence of a picket line at the ASSAC elections are unclear, but if 
the demonstration had occurred, the existence of almost every 
club on campus would have been threatened. 

The fact is, the majority of club members on campus do not 
possess the required ASB card, and the rule is not enforced by 
either the Inter-Club Council (ICC) or Don McCain, director of 
Student Activities. If it were, most clubs would be forced to fold. 

Russell Chesley, ICC vice-president, said, “we are not a 
regulatory agency. We do not have the personnel or the time to 
enforce this rule. ; 

Fine, then why is an obsolete rule still in the student 
handbook ? 

According to Chesley, possible changes in the rule are being 
studied. “Right now, we don’t really know how far the ICC can 
go in regard to policy changes like this. We are presently trying to 
find where we fit in the governmental structure. 

“Once we know where we stand, we can begin to work out an — 
equitable compromise. The member clubs of the ICC want 
changes. We must establish whether or not the /CC has sufficient 
authority to represent its members and bring about these 
changes. “’ 

el DON wants to know when a decision will be reached, and 
under whose jurisdiction it will fall. 

Another complaint of the “non-existent” club’s president, 
Richard Pino, is against the number of people (15) required to 
join a club before it’s recognized. 

el DON feels this is an unjustified grievance. 

After a club has fulfilled the basic requirements set out in the 
handbook, it has the right to meet in a SAC classroom and keep 
an account in the Student Business Office. If there are less than 
15 members, it would not be in the best interest of ASSAC to 
arrange a room and provide the account for that club. 

No one is prohibiting anyone from getting together in the 
Student Union and holding a small meeting. 

If students disagree with present club standards, el DON 
suggests they attend the student forum Monday, May 16 in R-124 
and submit their ideas to the ICC representatives there. 

Chesley has said that the ICC will begin self-examination of its 
objectives and abilities to represent its members after May 26. 

el DON urges the ICC to take all ideas into consideration 
before making any final recommendations.

~ A fair shake for everyone 
should be of concern to all

Sally is a student at SAC. She was planning to attend UC 
Berkeley next year, but she isn’t sure now. It seems Sally has had 
problems meeting the requirements needed to transfer. The tragedy 
in this is she has a 3.6 grade point average and was closely following 
the plan set for her by her counselor. 


The counselor assured Sally that if she took certain courses, her 
admission to the UC would be guaranteed. She worked hard and 
even won a scholarship from the state. Then, while touring the UC 
campus to get a preview of student life, Sally discovered that only 
six of the 18 units she had taken in her major would be accepted by 
UC Berkeley. 


The counselor was sorry for the mistake. So was Sally. Now she 
must try to cram in 12 units during summer school to keep her 
scholarship. 

Paul was an athlete at SAC. He expended a great amount of effort 
at his sport. As is common with college athletes, Paul’s sport played 
a major role in his life. He figured he could eventually participate on 
the 4-year level and maybe even win a scholarship. 


Paul made the team at SAC and had a mediocre year as a 
freshman. He practiced continually through the following summer to 
prepare himself for his sophomore year. With a fantastic summer 
league of play behind him, he figured he had a great shot at starting. 
Then team tryouts began, and Paul was cut the first week. The coach 
gave him no valid explanation for the decision, and the fellows 
playing Paul’s position have not lived up to the level of play he 
proved he could provide. 

These are definitely isolated situations, and they are hopefully 
few and far between. -.But even at that, they still happen far too 
often. 

it seems that administrators and faculty sometimes don’t realize 
the power of their judgments and decisions. What to them is just 
another day and another matter to be dealt with, is of paramount 
importance to the individual student. 

Being a student in college pursuing any goal, whether it be 
academics, athletics, extracurricular activities or any combination of 
these, is a crucial involvement. This is the time when many set the 
foundations for their futures. An undertaking as vital as this should 
only be handled with precision and patience by all concerned. 

So we find that our faculty are only human and just trying to do 
their job. But people in their positions need a quality apart from any 
other. They need to really care. The SAC campus is blessed with an 
outstanding staff. But in the cases of Sally and Paul, one bad apple 
does spoil the whole. 


This is the first of a two-part series. 
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for Nixon. What it boils down to 
is we gave him a chance and he 
blew it.” 


Barbara Burby, language 
student, said ‘I don’t think he 
understands himself. He spoke 
of all the grief of parting with 
Hatdeman and Ehrlichman -- 
actually he needed them and he 
feels alone.

Sandy Woodberry, 32, said, 
“He’s still lying. | think the only 
reason he did the interview was 
because he wants to get back 
into politics, and you know 
what? He just might do it!”’ 


Woodberry continued, 
“There were a lot of people who 
were involved in the Watergate 
scandal who never came to light. 
Those people are still in there, 
and they can do a lot to help 
Nixon. Nixon had to come up 
with $250,000 in a week’s time 
to pay for that ‘western white 
house’ in San Clemente, so I’m 
sure he only did the interview 
for money. After all, $600,000 
plus a share of profits is no small 
sum!”’

During the Republican 
presidential primaries last year, 
Governor Ronald Reagan gained 
wide public support by opposing 
the Ford administration's 
give-away of the United States 
Canal Zone. 


The issue carried over into 
the general election held in 
November. President Carter 
promised the American people 
that he would ‘‘never give up 
complete or practical control 
over the Canal Zone.” Yet 
Carter has appointed 
Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker 
and Sol Linowitz as negotiators 
to do just that. 


On November 3, 1903, the 
United States of America and 
the Republic of Panama signed 
the Hays-Bunau-Varilla Treaty, 
granting the U.S. ‘‘perpetual 
sovereignty over the Canal Zone 
to the entire exclusion of the 
exercise by the Republic of 
Panama of any such sovereign 
rights, power or authority.”’ 


This treaty makes the Canal 
Zone no more Panamanian 
territory, than California is 
Mexican territory or Alaska is 
Russian territory. The Canal 
Zone, is, in fact, part of the 
United States. 


The Republic of Panama is 
presently ruled by strong-arm 
dictator, Brigadier General Omar 
Torrijos. The Torrijos regime 
seized power in 1968, throwing 
out popularly elected President, 
Dr. Arnulfo Arias. Dictator

truth or trick?

Your homework paid off, David Frost. Congratulations on a 
magnificent interview. As for you, Richard..Nixon, you gave us 
something to chew on, but not enough to swallow, 

I'll admit, Mr. President, water came to My eyes as you led us 
through the tulips, but when you impligd that you needed 
justifications to fire Erlichman and Haldeman, blo6d rose to my eyes 
instead. 

Several of your statements were in contradiction with the 
capacious records accumulated during the Watergate investigation, 
dealing with everything from pardons to payments (“hush money”’). 

When Frost would insist on answers concerning the cover-up 
months after the 1972 Warergate break-in, your responses were 
vague. At times you would admit, “I-said things that were not true,” 
but then that rare smile appeared and you expected all of America 
to believe you when you said, “I was not involved . . . in the 
break-in; that | did not, ah, engage in the. . . and participate in, or 
approve the payment of money or the authorization of clemency, 
which of course were essential elements of the cover-up.”’ 

And if theré was a fact you couldn't kick out of the way with 
convenient mind lapses, you came up with the historyemaking 
statement} should know . . . | was there.” 

There was the time Frost listed 16 references made by you about 
the payments Hunt was after, like, ‘‘get the million bucks, it would 
seem to me worthwhile . . . that’s buying time . . . you've got no 
choice with Hunt. . .’” you exclaimed, ‘‘stop ... stop... you're 
reading out of context, because | have read this and | know.” What a 
remarkable quality you have Mr. Nixon, to be able to have instant 
recall on certain items at one point, and at other times be oblivious 
to everything around you. The most famous example is the 
18%-minute gap, on which you comment, ‘‘Haldeman’s notes, ah, 
are the only recollection | have of what he.told me.” Perfect timing, 
Mr. ex-President. 

At the conclusion of the interview, you finally said it, ‘‘l let down

The Canal Zone 
give-away of U.S. land? 


Panamanian Constitution and 
outlawed all political parties. 


Torrijos would like the U.S. 
to relinquish control over the 
strategic waterway. During the 
past two and one-half years, over 
750 U.S. Navy ships have passed 
through the canal. This is in 
addition to the multitude of 
ocean-going freighters from 
around the world. 


Should Torrijos grab control 
of the 553 square mile, U.S. 
Canal Zone, ships would then be 
forced to make the arduous 
journey around Cape Horn, thus 
skyrocketing the price of goods 
shipped by sea and affecting our 
national security. 


Since negotiations began in 
February, 1974, 15 rounds of 
talks have not resulted in any 
major progress toward a treaty 
change. The latest talks resumed 
in Washington on May 10. 


It is reported that the two 
biggest stumbling blocks in the 
negotiations are the Panamanian 
demand for control of the 
operation and defense of the 
canal and their refusal to sign 
any new treaty that extends 
beyond the year 2000. 


Any treaty that Bunker and 
Linowitz are able to make with 
the Marxist Torrijos government 
must be ratified by two-thirds of 
the Senate. Senator Strom 
Thurmond of South Carolina, is 
leading the Senate battle against 
any surrender of the Canal Zone. 


issue: 


The U.S. Canal Zone is the 
Republic of Panama’s greatest 
economic asset. In addition to 
the annual payment of $2.33 
million dollars from the U.S., 
Panama operates the American 
owned Panama Railroad and 
receives toll fees from the canal. 


President Carter's strong 
stand on human rights does not 
seem to apply to this country 
that has not held a free election 
in nine years. If Carter does deal 
away this U.S. territory, could 
not a free election be part of 
that agreement? One would 
think that dictator Torrijos 
would oppose such an election. 
But would the people of Panama 
oppose it? 


It has been reported that a 
new treaty could be signed by 
this summer. Whether the treaty 
can satisfy all sides of this 
controversial issue is unknown. 
The feelings of most Americans 
are perhaps best summed up byf 
S.1. Hayakawa, U.S. Senator 
from California. When asked 
about the Canal Zone give-away, 
Hayakawa replied, ‘‘We should 
keep it. After all, we stole it fair 
and square.” 


In 1974, 17% of all Panamanian 
exports went to the U.S. Canal 
Zone, while the U.S. received 
52% of Panama’s goods. Due to} 
Canal Zone related employment, | 
the 1.72 million people of 
Panama enjoy one of the highest 
standards of living Latin 
America.

Coach Lee Ramirez's tennis team finished next-to-last in the 
South Coast Conference tournament last weekend with a total of 
only five points. 

The only bright spot for the netters was provided by the doubles 
team of Tom Hannah and Mike Chwalek. They advanced to the 
semi-finals before losing (6-1, 7-5). However, the duo qualified for 
the Southern California regionals with their semi-final finish. 

The other doubles teams, consisting of Burt Palmer and Marty 
Stablein and Dave Smith and Steve Johnson, were unable to advance 
past the first round. 

In singles competition, Chwalek got as far as the third round 
before being eliminated. Hannah was disposed of in round two, as 
was Johnson. Smith was gone after the first round. 

Ramirez felt that a lot of the SAC players simply bea. themselves. 
‘We played some pretty rough competition, but we were beating 
ourselves instead of them beating us.” 

Hannah and Chwalek went to Golden West College for the 
Southern Cal regionals which began yesterday and will continue 
through today and tomorrow. 

Ramirez could not predict how the tandem would fare in the 
regionals, saying that ‘‘they (Hannah and Chwalek) will be facing 
some keen competition. It will just depend on how well they do. 
They have the talent to surprise everyone and go all the way.” 


Rhue stars for tracksters 


The SAC track team finished last in the South Coast Conference 
tournament, but sprinter Mike Rhue gave a tremendous individual 
effort in the 100 and 200 meter dashes. 

Rhue finished first in the 100 meter dash with a time of 10.7 
seconds, just four-tenths of a second short of the conference record. 
Then he sprinted to a second place finish in the 200 meter race with 
a mark of 21.8, just four-fifths of a second shy of the conference 
record. 

Ramon Estrada gave the Dons their other strong performance 
when he ran a time of 32:24.6 in the 10,000-meter run to place 
third. Marv Alvarez wound up sixth in the same race. 

SAC’s outstanding high jumper, Sylvester Pritchett was a 
disappointing sixth, as he could only clear a height of six feet, six 
inches. 

The 400-meter relay team of Rhue, Leo Hebert, Noble Franklin 
and George McQuarrie ran a time of 42.7 seconds, good for sixth 
place. 

The Dons could have finished higher in the overall standings had 
their number one long-distance runner, Joe Dowling, not been 
hampered by an injured Achilles tendon, which prevented him from 
competing. 

Rhue and Estrada qualified for the Southern California 
preliminaries to be held this weekend. Rhue will compete in the 
100-and 200-meter dash and Estrada will run the 10,000-meter race. 


Kellogg College of Battle Creek, 
Michigan won its fourth U.S. 
title by beating SAC. The Dons 
were left as the runners-up squad 
in the entire nation, a _ very 
prestigious achievement. 


SAC couldn’t get its play to 
mesh. When one aspect of its 
game was on, another was off. 
Kellogg, proving it was no fluke, 
played consistently and was able 
to get the key play when 
needed. 


The Dons started slow in the 
first game of the match. Finding

At that juncture, they lost 
the serve to Kellogg. It was then 
that Michigan won two fiercely 
contested points and the game. 


After the heartbreak loss, the 
SAC team never’ recovered. 
Kellogg went on to win the next 
two games and the match very 
impressively.

Pitching downfall

Disappointment. 

A hard word to swallow. 
Especially when you had set 
your goals and dreams on a 
brighter tomorrow. 


Baseball coach Jim Reach is a 
victim of this ailment. His Dons 
failed to surface. The result? A 
four-way tie for fourth place, or 
a four-way tie for last. “It all 
depends on how you look at it,” 
said the coach. 


“It's frustrating, no doubt,” 


the saddened mentor added. 
‘'The season was very 
disappointing from the 


standpoint that | thought we 
would do better.” 

SAC finished the season with 
a 20-16 ‘record, 7-11 in South 
Coast Conference play. 

The 20 games won, however, 
mark a positive side to the 
otherwise bleak season. It was 
the fourth best campaign in 60 
years. 

Last year, Reach’s second at 
SAC, the Dons won 25. Roger 
Wilson’s teams won 20 in 1974 
and ‘72. Until then, only two 
teams (in 1964 and in 1952) 
won 19 games. 

But it was the inconsistency 


‘that ruined SAC’s chances in the 


rugged SCC. 


“It was the way we lost some 
of our games that makes it all 
very frustrating,” continued 
Reach. “We lost some games 
that were unbelievable. We lost 
five one-run games. 


“For example, Cerritos beat 
innings on a 
dropped ball in the outfield. Had 
the ball been caught we would 
have won. Then Grossmont beat 
us in the bottom of the ninth 
when an outfielder lost the ball 
in the sun.

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“It was the little things like 
this, which | have no control 
over, that spoiled it,” thee 
mentor emphasized. 


However, Reach feels it was 
the pitching that was the major 
flaw of the team, and of the 
entire league. 


“The single most important 
factor was the pitching. We 
rewrote almost every negative 
pitching statistic in the school 
records. We gave up more hits, 
runs, home runs, doubles, triples 
and earned runs than any other 
team here.” 


Reach noted that 1977 was 
the hitters’ year throughout the 
SCC. He said approximately 30 
players from the seven teams hit 
over .300, something that is not 
common in the SCC. 


The coach had doubts about 
selecting six all-star pitchers. “'l 
think there are three good 
pitchers in the league, but not 
six. When my turn to vote comes 
up, | will abstain after the first 
three votes,’’ he said. He did not 
mention any SAC hurlers. - 


Although Reach didn’t want 
to consider this season very 
complete, he did mention that 
his group had a few positive 
returns. SAC scored more runs 
than ever, had more triples and 
doubles and a better team 
batting average. 


Dennis Kause had the highest 
batting percentage with a .426 
clip, while Gilbert Ramirez had 
14 doubles and eight homers, 
one less than the school record. 


All three players were 
transfers from Fullerton College. 

Kevin McCarthy was the 
biggest. surprise of the Dons. 
Although he was the ninth hitter 
in the lineup, he hit .273, .298 
outside SCC games, and had 26 
RBls, the third best for SAC. 

“Kevin was an indication of 
what we were going through,” 
said Reach. On some parts the 


Dons looked good, on others- 


bad. ‘‘We were so good in one 
respect, but so bad in the 
other.” 

Perhaps the biggest blow 
came when the Dons lost leadoff 
hitter John Nastasi with a 
broken leg. ‘You can’t measure 
his importance to the team with 
statistics,” Reach said. Nastasi 
had a .280 batting average when 
he was injured towards the end 
of the season. ‘‘He was a team 
leader. Perhaps, the best 
respected player on the team.” 

It was not what Reach had 
hoped for. But, that’s baseball. 

Next year, SAC will return all 
of its starting lineup of pitchers; 
this time with more experience. 
Reach expects his Dons to be 
contenders, but, again, makes no 
promises. 

At the beginning of this 
season, Reach sealed an envelope 
with a predicted 22-14 record. 


great ability, all we need is a few 
breaks and a little luck,’ the 
successful coach added. 

It was the breaks and the luck 
that almost failed the Dons last 
Monday at Palm _— Springs. 
Although Pirtle couldn't believe 
it, his Dons finished behind 
Grossmont, the second place 
finishers in the SCC, Bakersfield, 
El Camino and Southwestern 
with a 76.5 team average.

Pirtle was surprised with 
Grossmont, especially golfer 
Scott Bentley, who shot a 
double 68. ‘Grossmont won the 
tournament, alright. | guess, 
when you get hot, you get hot,” 
he said. 

SAC qualified with the 
following scores: Ron Jacobson 
and Jeff VanHarte each shot 
151, Marty Morganelli 152, Lew 
Cooper 154, Craig Horn 158 and 
Jim Knickerbocker 161. 

Since Pirtle’s arrival at SAC in 
1958, his squads have finished

higher than ninth place in the 
state 16 times. In 1976 the Dons 
placed eighth. 


A few days after the State 
last year, Pirtle promised this 
year’s team would “be good 
again,”’ and he was right. 

“Our class will put us around 
fifth or better. We have enough 
class to be among the big boys,” 


" the coach commented. 


“At the beginning of the 
season | set long range plans and 
set goals. We worked hard to get 
everything and it’s now winding 
down. 

‘We'll have an advantage over 
the teams from the south 
because we have played there (at 
Rancho Canada) before. We are 
familiar with the course. They 
(the other teams, except El 
Camino, which was also at the 
State in 1976) will find it a 
grabber,” Pirtle said. 

“Our knowledge up-state will 
help us out. But | don’t like the 
idea of getting two rounds of 
practice. | think it will be a 
detriment rather than help 
because that’s a tough course 
and the boys won't be set for it. 
They should just get out there 
once and play.” =i: 

Whichever way it happens, 
one thing for sure is that when 
the Dons return home next 
Tuesday, they will know one 
thing, and that’s that SAC will 
be among the best 10 teams in 
California. And, who knows, 
maybe even the best. 
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hit mark with 56. 


Marty Castillo was the most 
consistent player. The 
sophomore third baseman hit 
.417 in SCC action, and broke 
the RBI record with 34 and the 
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SCC foes strike his Dons out.
